Powder Exploded in a 


Newton Factory 


NEWTON, Nov. 17.—Eight men and 
woman, employes at the Jlnsten & 


Wells fneworks factory at Newton Up- 
ler Falls, had narrow escapes ycsler- 
lay afternoon when an explosion oc- 
urred In one of the company's sheds In 
which they ivere at work. 


They were engaged In mixing a com- 


position that is used In loading small 
irecrackcrs. This composition is high- 


:y explosive and there was 
a large 


luantity of It in the sited. 


About a year ago there occurred an 


explosion in one of the sheds \vhich 
resulted in one young woman's death 
and injury to several girls and boys, 


In some way a panful of the mixture 


caught flrc and flared up toward the 
ceiling. With cries of alarm the nine 
employes rushed toward the outside, 
for they feared that an explostuu would 
follow.

No sooner had 
they - reached 
the 


open air than a deafening detonatVm 
rocked the neighborhood. The windows 
in the shed were blown out and In an 
instant the interior was a 
mass of 


flames. Employes came rushing from 
sheds and buildings on the grounds 
fearing that other explosions would 
follow.

call from box; 623 and soon had the fire

excess of the combined navies of her two nearest competitors. Franco, Ger- 
many, and other European nations will endeavor to rival England in naval 
increase, so that the effect of our naval display and the spectacular trip 
around the world will be detrimental to all the countries of Europe. 


There are tbrce grp.it battleships being turned out in England at the 


present time at a cost of $30.000.000. They anvmnre formidable in equip- 


ment and power than any of our battleships, and it is suspected that they 
nre either intended for Kngland herself or 
for 
Germany, 
in 
case 
of 


emergency, although ostensibly ordered for Brazil. 


Shall we now attempt to offset this policy of England to more than

BERLIN, Nov. 17.—An interview between Chancellor Yon Buelow and 


Emperor William, held at the new palace in Pottsdam this morning, resulted 


in a satisfactory understanding. His majesty expressed his complete con- 
fidence in the chancellor, and Hie chancellor will remain in office. 
Further- 


more the emperor accepted the proposals made hy the prince concerning 
(he future conduct of- state 
affairs, 
the 
result 
is 
believed 
to 
have 


ameliorated the very serious internal situation which has existed in Germany 
fpr the past fortnight. 


This meeting which was watched by the entire German people with the 


most profound interest is an outcome of the much'discussed interview with 
an Englishman published in the London Daily-Telegraph in which the em- 
peror was credited with a very frank statement of the world policy of the 
German empire and also with being a very good friend to Great Britain. The 


• pubh'cation was followed by a furious outbreak'in 
Germany against 
his 


majesty. 
He was most severely criticized in the German press and in the 


reichstag for his indiscretion, his assumption of the royal prerogative and 
for unwarranted interference in the state affairs of the nation. - 


Prince Von Buelow replied to these criticisms in the reichstag and said 


that the emperor in the future would refrain from a repetition of his most 
unpopular course of action. 


Dining the meeting of today the chancellor explained clearly to his 


majesty the temper of the German people on this matter. 


Whether or not the chancellor remains in office depends on how the 


emperor accepted his statements. 


The Reichsarizeiger, the official gazette of (he empire, will publish to- 


night with the sanction of the emperor the following statement: 


"In the course of his audience, granted today by 
the emperor 
to 


Chancellor Von Buelow, the chancellor described to the emperor the mood 


of the nation and explained his position with reference to the debate in the 
Reichstag of last Tuesday. 


"The emperor listened to these explanations with great earnestness and 


expressed his will as follows: 


" 'Heedless of the obvious incorrect exaggerations,' his majesty 
cou- 


sidere(l M3 P£!JSJPlLa!m J.°.MJ°. ?c.cill'e _U>e continuance, of tho imperial 
policies under the safeguard of .constitutional responsibilities; he approved 
(he chancellor's address in the reichstag and assured the prince of his 
continued confidence.'"

Immediately after his return from Pottsdaiu Chancellor Von Buelow 


saw the members of the Prussian ministry in confidential council and com- 
municated to them the details of his audience with the emperor. The presi- 


dent of the reichstag, Count Von Stolherg, had a long conference with the 
chancellor immediately after the meeting with the ministry. Details of the 
Ppftsdam meeting were communicated to the leading members of the federal 
council.

"My Dear Professor Bailey: 
"I wish at the outset cordially to 
hank you for the way in which you 
lave taken hold of the work you are 
doing. No more valuable work for the 
teople of this country can be done, 
>ecause no more valuable work for the 
'armors of this country can be done. 


"Now, 
of course, the whole success 


of the work depends upon the attitude 
of tho people in the open country, of 
he farming people of 
the United 


States. If they feel an awakening In- 
erest In what you are 
doing, 
they 


should manifest it. Moreover..it is es- 
sential that the farmers, the' men who 
actually live on the soil, should'feel a 
•ense of ownership in this commission, 
should feel that you. gentlemen In very 
ruth, represent them and arc respon- 
sive to their desires and wishes, no less 
nan to their .needs. It seems to me, 
therefore, that It would be wise to try 
:o get into the closest possible touch 
with the farmers of the country and 
to rind out from them, so far as you 
ire able, just what they regard as bo- 
ng the subjects with which it is most 
mportant that you should deal. This 
you are already doing by sending out 
a circular of questions and by holding 
meetings In different parts of 
the 


United States. But perhaps something 
more can be done. 


"I accordingly suggest that you ask 


:he farmers to come together In the 
several school districts of the coun- 
:ry so that they may meet and consider 
hese matters.

D., of New York, chairman 
of the Metropolitan sewerage commis- 
sion, read a paper presenting the views 
of the committee. He said the stand- 
ards of public health and municipal 
hygiene are continually growing high- 
er and the dangers from 
disease in 


gross epidemic form'are becoming less. 
Continuing, he said: 


"It is a deplorable fact that special 


professional qualifications are not as a 
rule required of health officers in the 
United Slates. 


"If there Is any department of mu- 


nicipal government which should be 
taken out of politics and put upon
